Coos County delegation to the General Court met in 
Room 100 at the State House, Concord, N. H. January 13, 
1965. 


Chairman Guy Fortier of 1963 session called the meet- 
ing to order at 2:00 o’clock. First call by Chairman Fortier 
was a rising vote and a minute of silence in memory and res- 
pect to two former members who have passed away in the 
interim of last two years, — Rep. George Graham of Gorham 
and Rep. Marie Arsenault of Randolph. 


The first call of business was a roll call of members and 
there was a full attendance; 27 Representatives and 8 Dele- 
gates. 


Then Chairman Fortier called for nomination of temp- 
orary clerk for the meeting. Rep. Rebecca Gagnon nominat- 
ed Rep. Hilda C. F. Brungot and it was seconded by Rep. 
Arthur Bouchard, and so voted. Next was a call for tempo- 
rary chairman. Rep. Arthur Bouchard of Berlin nom‘nated 
' + Ada Taylor of Whitefield, but she declined. Rep. 
Romeo Desilets of Berlin then nominated Rep. Leon Dubey 
of Berlin and Rep. Frank Sheridan of Berlin seconded the 
motion and it was so voted. Rep. Leon Dubey was then es- 
corted to the Chair. Chairman Dubey then called for nomi- 
nations for permanent Chairman. 


Rep Florence Gould of Wentworth’s Location nomin- 
ated Rep. Lloyd Sherman of Lancaster and this was second- 
ed by Rep. William Emerson of Dalton. Rep. Frank Sher- 
idan of Berlin then made the nomination of Rep. Guy 
Fortier for re-election. This was seconded by Rep. Walter 
Bushey of Groveton. Rep. Frank Sheridan made the mo- 
tion to close further nominations. Chairman Dubey called 
for the election of the permanent Chairman and appointed 
the following tellers to collect and count the votes. Voting 
done by secret ballot. Tellers were: Rep. Edna Fogg, Rep. 
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Phyllis Kimball, Rep. Arthur Bouchard and Rep. Frank 
Sheridan. Voting results — 35 votes cast — 19 for Lloyd 
Sherman and 16 for Guy Fortier. Results: Rep. Lloyd 
Sherman of Lancaster elected Chairman of Coos County 
Delegation for 1965-1967. Rep. Lloyd Shreman was then 
escorted to the chair. 


Rep. Guy Fortier of Berlin then congratulated Chair- 
man Lloyd Sherman and pledged his full support and as- 
sistance. 


Next on agenda was election of permanent Vice-Chair- 
mna. Rep. Arthur Bouchard of Berlin nominated Rep. Ada 
Taylor of Whitefield but she declined. Rep. Hilda Brungot 
of Berlin nominated Rep. Guy Fortier but he declined. Then 
Rep. Guy Fortier nominated Rep. Leon Dubey of Berlin 
and this was seconded by Rep. Romeo Desilets of Berlin 
and so voted. Rep. Leon Dubey was unanimously elected 
Vice-Chairman for Coos County Delegation for 1965-1967. 
Leon Dubey escorted to chair. 


Next call was election of a permanent Clerk. Rep. Guy 
Fortier nominated Hilda Brungot of Berlin and this was 
seconded by Rep. Rebecca Gagnon of Berlin. Rep. Guy 
Fortier moved that Chairman cast one ballot for election of 
Clerk and Hilda Brungot was elected Clerk of Coos County 
Delegation for 1965-1967. 


Chairman Sherman appointed the following members 
to serve with him as the Executive & Finance Committee 
of the Coos County Delegation:

Now that election of Executive and Finance Committee 
was concluded, Chairman Sherman called for any other busi- 
ness. 
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Rep. Guy Fortier of Berlin then presented a letter from 
the Coos County Commissioners with he following state- 
ment and reasons for borrowing $150,000 in anticipation of 
1965 County taxes. 


Appropriations levied for 1964 — too early 
Previous loan approved — none 

Balance on hand Jan. 1, 1965 — $127.43 
Amount needed at present — $150,000 


Rep. Guy Fortier then made the motion that approval 
is hereby given to the Treasurer of Coos County of bor- 
rowing $350,000 to meet the demands upon the County ; but 
not exceeding said sum from time to time during said year, 
upon the order of county commissioners pursuant to RSA 
29:8, in anticipation of 1965 taxes. 


Rep. Bouchard made motion to adjourn to the call 
of the Chair.

Chairman Sherman called for discussion on expenses 
of the fourth quarter for 1964.

Mavor of Berlin, Edward Schuette, City Manager, 
Stanley Judkins, Councilmen of Berlin as follows, Donald 
Borchers, Robert Dumont, Dominic Cellupica, Sheriff Emile 
Martineau, Dr. W. H. Gifford of Colebrook and a few 
others that did not announce their presence. 


Reading of minutes from last meeting were dispensed 
with. Chairman Sherman opened meeting designated for 
the questioning from the Public on the Budget. 


The first one to question the budget was Frank Sherid- 
an. He questioned the $2200 for Register of Probate. Gladys 
MacLean explained that since she had spent close to $1700 
in 1964 and she anticipated greater expenses for 1965, she 
felt that she was making a reasonable request. 


Guy Fortier questioned the $500 for the Judge of 
Probate. Commissioner Brungot explained that this was 
just a carry-over from 1964 and there is no more requested 


for 1965. 


Sheriff Martineau explained about his expenses from 
1960 through 1964 and informed questioners that his ex- 
penses were the lowest of all Counties for the same period. 


No questions or discussion about expenses of Superior 
Court, because that is entirely in the hands of the Judge. 


Mrs. Lurvey was called in and she was questioned about 
the item of County Institution on the budget and she ex- 
plained it was for a better breakdown for figures. 


Next on agenda was Judge Robert Rich who explained 
the imperative need of a new vault at the Lancaster Court 
House for the protection of important deeds, papers and 
records; which, if threatened by fire and water can never be 
replaced. Mr. Frank Sheridan questioned why the basement 
couldn’t be used; then Jude Harrigan and Judge Rich ex- 
plained that the County is demanded by State Law to pro- 
vide ample and safe vault space. 
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Mr. Leon Dubey questioned budget for the Court Hous- 
es, since he believed the janitor wasn’t doing his job. Com- 
missioner Bergeron insisted he was only working six days 
a week, not seven and he was doing a satisfactory job. 


The next question was about Coos County Extension 
Service and the $7000 paid to the RAD Committee for 
1964; but delayed and paid out of 1965 Budget because of 
the shortage of Funds in 1964. Guy Fortier explained about 
the RAD committee of which he was member. Dwight 
Stiles and Clare Packard spoke about the Extension Service. 


Harry Huggins asked that Pittsburg be allowed more 
county Reports. Commissioner Brungot said he would furn- 
ish more of them. 


Mayor Schuette addressed the meeting and presented 
the following: 


Statement of the Berlin Mayor and City Council 
Coos County Budget Hearing, West Stewartstown 
March 27, 1965 


The Mayor and City Council are vitally interested in 
the operation of Coos County as the City of Berlin pays 
over 50% of the taxes that the County receives. This ex- 
penditure of over $200,000.00 makes it the third largest ex- 
penditure of the City with only School and Public Works 
costing more. A few years ago the cost for local Fire and 
Police Departments were more than County taxes but these 
costs have been nearly stabilized while County taxes have 
risen at a steadily increasing rate. 


Below are some longer range recommendations in addi- 
tion to immediate budget recommendations for the consid- 
eration of the County delegation. 


If the personnel of the City of Berlin can aid you in 
these studies, please contact us, as mentioned above, the City 


has a strong financial interest in the cost of operations of 
the County. 


Some areas in which we believe the County delegation 
should immediately start a review for future action are: 


1. Closing of the West Stewartstown operation with: 
(a) Sale or leasing of farm. 
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(b) Closing jail and house of correction and board- 
ing prisoners at other county jails and/or at 
state prison (may require some permissive 
state legislation. 

(c) Sale or leasing of the main building as a comb- 
ination hospital and nursing home to the Up- 
per Connecticut Valley Hospital Association 
or some similar group. County patients be 
placed here or elsewhere according to their 
needs and to best interest of the county. 

2. Study of the complete record system of the County 
to determine the need for microfilming. (7 out of 

10 counties already do this). In meantime, do no 

new vault or storage construction. 

3. Study the feasibility of one court house. 
4. Study the need of a new governmental accounting 
system for entire County government operations. 
An immediate objective is to hold the budget in the 
area of last year’s expenditures which were $40,00.00 high- 
er than for the previous year and nearly $30,000.00 more 
than was originally budgeted. 


Areas where the proposed budget could stand study are 
eliminating amount for new vault (until study of micro- 
filming is made), reduction of amount for poor-off farm, 
not increase amount available for Superior Court (overall 
balance of $2,200.00 in this account), keep expenditures for 
various functions at West Stewartstown same level as last 
year, no new construction and equipment except for sheriff’s 
radio, and mixer until above studies completed. 


Carlton MacKay of Gorham agreed with Mayor Schuet- 
te’s statement and offered his assistance. Since no more 
questions were offered, Chairman Sherman requested the 
Public and guests to leave so that the Delegation could get 
into executive session. The Public meeting closed at 11:30am 


Executive Session commenced with Walter Bushey 
making the motion to accept items under Salaried of Gen- 
eral Government and William Emerson seconded the motion 
and it was so voted. 


William Emerson made the motion to accept item on 
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Medical Referee and Leon Dubey seconded and it was so 
voted. 

The items under Expenses of Above Officers was next. 
Florence Gould of Wentworth Location made the motion to 
accept and Mabel Richardson seconded and this was so voted. 


Next question was expenses of Register of Deeds. 
Frank Sheridan made a motion to decrease this expense item 
from $2,000 to $1,500. Leon Dubey seconded this motion. 
Call for tally of votes showed 7 for decrease and 10 opposed. 
Hilda Brungot made a motion and Rebecca Gagnon second- 
ed that this item remain at $2,000 and it was so voted. 


Next was Register of Probate expenses. Frank Sherid- 
an made the motion to cut the expenses of this office to 
$1,500 and Leon Dubey seconded. Chairman Sherman called 
for raising of hands and it showed 15 members in favor of 
the decrease and 3 against. Final vote passed; Register of 
Probate at $1,500, a cut of $700.00 


Under Care and Supplies of Court Houses; Leon Du- 
bey recommended a cut of expenses. Commissioners Ber- 
geron and Brungot were called to explain and motion was 
withdrawn. Motion to accept was made by Leon Dubey and 
Roger Hunt seconded and it was so voted. 


Guy Fortier made a motion to drop the $500 for Pro- 
bate Judge; after an explanation by Commissioner Brungot, 
Mr. Fortier changed his motion to accept and this motion 
was seconded by William Emerson and so voted. 


Next on the agenda came the Superior Court and all its 
expenses. Guy Fortier made a motion to accept, William Em- 
erson seconded this motion and it was so voted, with one 
exception. Frank Sheridan of Berlin wanted to be recorded 
as against the motion. 


Chairman Sherman called on items under the heading 
of Public Welfare. Guy Fortier made a motion that items 
County Institution for $131,000.00 County Farm for $65,- 
000.00 be accepted. This was seconded by Arthur Bouchard. 
Comments and questions by Leon Dubey. Motion put to a 
vote and it was accepted. Ada Taylor spoke on County Hos- 
pital $115,000.00 expense and $145,000.00 income. Motion 
made by Hilda Brungot in favor and seconded by George 
Thurston and it was so voted and passed. Next item, Coun- 
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ty Jail; County Commissioners explained that they needed 
one more turnkey and guard and salary increases were cause 
of increase in Jail expense. Guy Fortier made motion to ac- 
cept as requested and William Emerson seconded and it was 
finally so voted. 


Recess called at 12:55 P.M. At 1:55 P.M. Delegation 
met again in chapel of Institution to resume duties. Poor Off 
Farm was discussed and Guy Fortier made motion to accept 
as requested and Frank Sheridan seconded motion and it was 
unanimously so voted. 


Old Age Assistance and Care of Children was next. Mo- 
tion was made by William Emerson seconded by Hilda Brun- 
got to accept as proposed in the Budget and so voted. Care 
of Children as listed; motion was made by Guy Fortier and 
seconded by Walter Bushey and this was unanimously ac- 
cepted. 


On Soldier’s Aid, Arthur Bouchard made motion to ac- 
cept and Romeo Desilets seconded and this was also passed 
and voted. 


Welfare Administration accepted and Guy Fortier made 
the motion and Arthur Bouchard seconded this motion and 
it was so voted. 


Chairman Sherman then called on County Attorney 
Robert Calamari who had a message in regard to the $7,000 
allotted ot the Rural Area Development. He explained in 
detail the $42,000 being supported at State, Federal and 
County expense and he urged the county accept this Master 
Plan and sign the contract for the same. This motion was 
made by Guy Fortier and seconded by William Emerson and 
so voted. The Finance Committee signed the contract. 


Next was the question about Vault being built at Las- 
caster Court House. Chairman Sherman called on Mr. Hunt 
of North Stratford and he made the following motion “I 
move that the County Convention raise and appropriate the 
sum of $20,000.00 (twenty thousand dollars) for the pur- 
pose of construction of a double vault at the Lancaster Court 
House and further for this purpose that the County Com- 
missioners be authorized to issue serial bonds of the County 
under the authority of RSA 28:23 in an amount not ex- 
ceeding twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) and to au- 
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thorize the Commissioners to determine the time and place 
of payments of said notes or bonds, and to do whatever may 
be necessary or convenient to effect the issuance negotiations, 
sale and delivery of such bonds. Mr. Wheeler of Shelburne 
seconded the motion and a roll call was demanded. The Af- 
firmative vote in favor, the negative against as follows: Yes; 
Edgar Roy, Hilda Brungot, Harry Marsh, William Emer- 
son, George Thurston, Lloyd Sherman, Harry Huggins, Ed- 
na Fogg, Lauris Wheeler, Chester Noyes, Roger Hunt, Ada 
Taylor, Frank Nash, Elmer Anis, Mabel Richardson, Flor- 
ence Gould; 16 in favor.

Next question was Storm Windows for Berlin Court 
House for $1600. Guy Fortier made a motion to strike out 
this sum from the budget, seconded by Leon Dubey and 
storm windows item was deducted. Next was kitchen equip- 
ment at $1,500; Leon Dubey made the motion to accept this 
and Mabel Richardson seconded and it was so voted. Then; 
tool shed $1,500 and supply (central) $1,800. On this Mr. 
Noyes made the motion to accept recommendations and Ed- 
gar Roy seconded and this was unanimously so voted. 


Next was Sheriff Car Radio. William Emerson made 
the motion to accept and Mabel Richardson seconded and 
this was also passed. 


A motion to pass by Hilda Brungot and seconded by 
Frank Sheridan so voted and approved the Blue Cross Em- 
ployee Benefit. 


On Coos County Extension Service the motion was 
made by Representative Wheeler and seconded by Harry 
Huggins and so voted as approved. RAD Survey had already 
been explained and Guy Fortier made a motion to approve 
and Frank Sheridan seconded and this was voted and ac- 
cepted. 
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Employees Retirement and Social Security; motion 
made by Guy Fortier and seconded by Frank Sheridan and 


so voted. 


Delegation expenses of $1,000; motion made by Wil- 
liam Emerson and seconded by Mabel Richardson and car- 
ried. 


Mr. Guy Fortier made the motion that we accept this 
budget as read and that the County Commissioners be au- 
thorized to raise the amount of $439,526.00 by direct taxa- 
tion. Seconded by Frank Sheridan and so voted by a roll 
call. The affirmative to accept were: Leon Dubey, Guy Fort- 
ier, Edgar Roy, Frank Sheridan, Hilda Brungot, George Le- 
mire, Donald Williams, Jennie Fontaine, Rebecca Gagnon, 
Harry Marsh, William Emerson, George Thurston, Otto Ol- 
son, Walter Bushey, Harry Huggins, Lauris Wheeler, 
Chester Noyes, Roger Hunt, Ada Taylor, Elmer Annis, Ma- 
bel Richardson, and Florence Gould; (24 in favor; and no 
negative vote so the budget for the year 1965 was passed 
and accepted.

April 28, 1965 


Coos County Delegation held an executive meeting in 
306 State House, Concord, New Hampshire, Wednesday, 
April 28, on House Bill 357 increasing the salaries of the 
Coos County Commissioners. Meeting was held immediately 
after the adjournment of the work of the House of Repre- 
sentatives for the day. 


Chairman Lloyd Sherman called the meeting to order 
when he found that more than a majority of members were 
present. Chairman Sherman then recognized Rep. Guy For- 
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tier who made the motion that House Bill 357 be amended 
to read in paragraph 2, “Compensation—The provisions of | 
this act shall take effect on its passage, July 1, 1965.” This 
was seconded by Frank Sheridan. Discussion followed. It 
was brought out that Coos County hadn’t increased or done 
anything about compensation for county commissioners since 
1949 although other officers had from time to time received 
increases. After considerable discussion, the previous ques- 
tion was called. Hilda Brungot called for a roll call. 


In the roll call, those in favor were: Leon T. Dubey, 
Guy J. Fortier, Edgar J. Roy, Romeo A. Desilets, Frank

Discussion about increased expenses at the hospital were 
explained in that there had been a big increase in patients at 
the hospital but that an increased income was also created 
which far exceeded the expense. 


Then discussion about increased expense for surplus 
foods and this was explained by Commissioner Bergeron as 
a result of the closing of Burgess Mill and Brown Co. lay- 
offs which far exceeded the expectancy in that department 
for a short time. 


After all discussions and consideration of the rest of 
the quarterly report the motion was made by Guy Fortier 
and seconded by Rebecca Gagnon that the report be accept- 
ed. This was unanimously so voted. 
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Motion to adjourn made by Emerson and seconded by 
Roy and Wheeler and so voted. 


Reconsideration of motion to adjourn made by Brun- 
got, seconded by Emerson and reconsideration granted. 


A report to Committee by Mrs. Lurvey (Administrator 
of County Farm) that many inmates at the County Farm 
should be supported at State expenses and that they had ask- 
ed the Welfare Department to come to County Farm and in- 
vestigate these cases. To date they had received no response. 
It was brought out that these cases were quite an increased 
expense to the County. 


Moion was made by Guy Fortier and seconded by Em- 
erson to write a letter to Commissioner James Barry of the 
State Welfare Dept., in regard to this matter; this was una- 
nimously so voted.

The Coos County Finance Committee held its third 
Quarterly Meeting at the Coos County Farm, October 16th 
1965. 


The Meeting was opened at 11:00 A.M. by Vice-Chair- 
man Leon Dubey. Chairman Sherman was absent on account 
of serious illness in the family. 


Clerk Brungot called the roll of members present. Pres- 
ent were Leon Dubey, Hilda Brungot, Guy Fortier, Edgar 
Roy, Lauris Wheeler, Rebecca Gagnon, Jennie Fontaine, 
William Emerson, Harry Marsh. Absent were Lloyd Sher- 
man, Ada Taylor. 

County Commissioners present were Norman Brungot and 
Dana Lee. 


Representative Wheeler made the motion to dispense 
with reading of the minutes of the last meeting and Repre- 
sentative Roy seconded it and it was so voted. 


Chairman Dubey then started reading the expense re- 
port for the third Quarter. When the report reached the ex- 
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‘penses of the Register of Deeds we found he had exceeded 
his allowed expense of $2,000.00 by an overdraft of $118.16. 


This being against the orders given him after the former 
meetings and very much against the Finance Committee's 
wishes. The motion was made by Rep. Lauris Wheeler and 
seconded by Rep. Guy Fortier that the County Commission- 
ers notify the Register of Deeds, Mr. Norbert Turgeon, that 
he not have any more expenses for his department for this 
year (1965) and this motion was unanimously passed by the 
Committee. Allowance was made for the sum of $254.35 in- 
curred by Warren Bartlett and for the mandatory payment 
of the County share of Social Security in December 1965. 


Other expenses were explained and accepted. One un- 
expected expense was a bill from the Town of Errol for fire 
fighting a house in Millsfield for $103.70. It was explained 
that the County is responsible for expenses in unincorporat- 
ed places (like bridges, fire etc.) so this bill was voted to be 
paid. 


The rest of the quarterly report being satisfactorily explain- 
ed; the motion to accept this report was made by Rep. Guy 
Fortier and seconded by Rep. Wm. Emerson and so voted. 


Clerk Brungot reported a letter from Treasurer Arthur 
Sullivan asking for an extra loan of $75,000.00 in anticipa- 
tion of taxes, to meet demands upon the Treasurer for the 
expenses during the balance of the present year. Copy in- 
cluded in this report. 


After due explanation the motion was made by Rep. 
Lauris Wheeler and Rep. Wm. Emerson to accept this re- 
quest for the $75,000.00 loan and it was unanimously so 
voted by the committee. No other business for County affairs 
and the motion to adjourn was made by Rep. Edgar Roy and 
seconded by Rep. Emerson and Rep. Gagnon and so voted.

It has been a busy year at the Coos County Institution. 
There were 897 Hospital admissions with 7518 patient days, 
23 Nursing Home admission with 3709 patient days, 49

missions with 2295 days. There were 114 Births, 210 opera- 
tions, 2025 outpatient visits, 926 x-ray examinations, 3241 
laboratory tests, 82 transfusions and 142 electrocardiograms 
taken.
